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MILLIONS LOST BY GREAT FIRE IN TORONTO 


GREAT FIRE SWEEPS 


OVER TORONTO AND 


DAMAGE IS HEAVY. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Firms 


Swept Out of Business and the 
Loss Will Reach $6,000,000— 


Queen's Hotel Saved. 


TORONTO, Ont., April 20.—The fire 


that raged throughout the night and up 
to an early hour this morning in To- 
ronto's wholesale and retail business j 
district was the most disastrous In the 
history of the city. 


HEAVY LOSS. 


The total loss is conservatively es- 


timated between five and six million 
dollars. 


The principal warehouses of the city 


•were reduced to> ashes and nearly 1'50 
flrms were put out of business. 


The area covered by the fire is three 


blocks In length.and varies from hnlf 
a block to two blocks I'n width. Kv- 
ory huildlnp on Bny street from Me- 
llnda street southward to the esplanade 
on the water front was wiped out and 
the flre~ spread 
on Wellington and 


Front streets and the esplanade along 
the water front from their Intersection 
with Bay street from districts of a few 
hundred feet to a whole block. The to- 
tal number of buildings destroyed was 
123. 


APPEAL FOR ASSISTANCE. 


Early In the evening when the I'.re 


assumed alarming proportions appeals 
were sent to London. Hamilton. Mon- 
treal and Buffalo. Special trains wore 
at once started from these points, but 
it was long after midnight before the 
first of them-began to arrive and in 
the meantime the local firemen w»re 
having the fight of their lives. 


From the time the fire started on the 


north side of Wellington street, a short 
distance east of Bay street in the E. 
find S. Currlc neckwear manufacturing 
plant, until It burned Itself out at day- 
break there was not a moment when a | 
shift of wind to the north would not] 
have resulted In ^the destruction of I 
the greater part of the city. 
] 


At an early stage of the fire. Chief; 


Thompson was forced to jump from 
the top of a building when trapped by 
the flames. A network of wires broke 
his fall and saved his life and he es- 
caped' with a broken leg. When the 
chief made the leap tor his life, a trav- 
eler from Montreal was on 
the 
roof 


with him and no trace of him has since 
been seen. It is probable that he per- 
ished in the fl.imes. 


START OF THE FIRE. 


The fire started in the elevator shaft 


In the rear, of the 
Currle 
building. 


Then the flames spread 
across 
the 


street to Brown Brothers 
and 
from j 


* there east to Bay street. 
The wind, | 


which had been brisk, increased to a 
gale. 
A general alarm was 
sounded, 


but before all the firemen reached the 
scene, the fire had leaped to the high 
buildings occupied by Ansley & Co. 
and I'ugsley, Dinsman & Co. Almost 
simultaneously flames began to shaot 
out from the Brown building and 
th-i 


firemen were obliged 
to 
divide their 


forces. 


In an Incredibly short time, half 
a 


dozen buildings were a mass of flames 
and the streams of water thrown into 


them had no 
apparent 
effect. 
The 


Gale Manufacturing Company's plant 
was the next prey to the 
fire 
and 


shortly afterwards the flames from the 
east side of Dingham & Moneypenr.y's 
building were carried across to 
the 


east side of Bay street to the 
Office 


Specialty building. 


It was here that the firemen united 


forcf-.s and made a desperate stand to 
check the progress of the flames north- 
ward in the hearT' of the city. 
They 


won, 
but not until they had lost con- 


trol of the flames which 
were 
now 


sweeping down Bay street toward the 
river front. 
The office of the "Evening 


Telegram, the next building north of 
the Office 
Specialty 
building, 
was 


slightly damaged in the 
two 
hours' 


fight with the raging flames. 


BUILDING 
SAVED. 


In the meantime the Immense ware- 


housi- of the W. K. Brock Company on 
the P mthwest corner of Bay and Welling- 
ton streets was being subjected to the 
inten-i? heat, from the. burning Browr, 
building on the east, and the Dingham 
and Moneypenny buildlr.g opposite, with 
.scarr.'Iy a stream of water playing upon 
them 


Th<- big wooden -water tank on the roof 


caught fire, but in some strange manner 
the liuildlng itself was saved from de- 
struction for the time being. In n. brief 
spact of time Front street, on both sides. 
was like a roaring furnace. 
For over 


half an hour the nre in Front street 
burn«-<l 
fiercely, practically 
unchecked. 


It th. [i began to work Its way back upon 
Bay .street. 


HOTEL 
PROTECTED. 


It was only the Intervening park that 


saveft 
the Queen's Hotel, one of the 


fines! hostelries in the 
country- 
The 


suests hurriedly left and everything port- 
able was removed,from the hotel. 


Th~ flames leaped across Bay street In 


half a dozen places and shortly before 
midnight It became apparent that the 
whol': block south of Bast Wellington 
street, was doomed. In forty-five minutes 
the linmes had levelled every building be- 
twee.'i Frunt street and the esplanade on 
the west side of Bay street. 


Thp firemen, who had been forced to 


retreat slowly on Front street and the 
esplnnade, concentrated their forces and 
mad.' another desperate 
stand. They 


failC'l this time. 
The 
flames 
leaped! 


across the street below Front street and 
dest:nyed Mclaughlin's flour mills at the 
corner ol" Bay and Front streets. From 
thcrr 
the ftre took an easterly course 


toward Yonge street 
and dangerously 


near the wharves. 
On tho southwest It 


burned Itself out for lack of fuel. 
The 


fifim-'S were also spreading toward the 
cast along both sides of Front street and 
the rast side of Wellington street. 


FIRE 
STOPPED. 


Th,'- customs house, a 'four-story stone 


building nt the corner of Yonge and 
Front streets, was 
the 
barrier 
that 


stopped the progress of the flames toward 
the eastern end of Front street. Tons of 
water were thrown against the sides of 
the v-ustoms house. That structure was 
not seriously damaged. 


Dynamite was used on several small 


buildings. 


Hundreds of streams of water are still 


bein;: poured Into immense deposits of 
glowing embers, but the fire has spent 
its force and all. danger has passed.

DOLLIVER DEFENDS POLICY 


OF REPUBLICANS. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—In 
the 


Seriate today, Mr. Hale from the Com- 
mitte on Appropriations reported the 
general deficiency appropriation bill. 
Mr. Dubois Introduced and ths Senate 
passed without comment, a resolution 
instructing Postmaster-General Payne 
to ascertain as far as possible and re- 
port to the Senate what, if any post- 
musters In Colorado are living In po- 
lygamy. 


TRUST QUESTION. 


Mr. Dolliver then addressed the Sen- 


ate on the trust question. He referred 
to the attitude of the Democratic pnrty 
toward the tariff, saying that for the 
first time In our national history since 
1868, the policy of protection stand ap- 
proved, its enemies themselves bring 
the -Judges, by the common consent of 
the American people. He defended Re- 
publican policies from the charge that 
they fostered trusts : nd said: 


PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 


"There Is only one sense in which 


the protective tariff can be held re- 
sponsible for the trusts, that i* that 


without the protective 
tariff, 
there 


would have been fewer industries to 
combine and therefore fewer combina- 
tions." 


Ho declared that the effect of the 


abolition of the tariff would be to turn 
our markets and our industries over to 
the other nations. 


Mr. Dolliver. in closing, said: 


THE CAMPAIGN. 


"We approach this, presidential cam- 


paign united in the bonds of our .ils- 
torli- faith. We did not originate it, we 
inherited it from our fathers. 


"If chances ore required to bring the 


tarilf law of 1S&7 into a more perfect'

that election depends largely the'future greatness of this city.. In the scheme 
submitted bV the Board of Education, we have the flrst comprehensive plan 
of improvement of schools; looking to the future needs, which has ever been 
proposed in this city. .Heretofore school buildings have been erected as the 
present needs required, ivii.h little t bought lor the future, th« result being that 
for many years our schools have b< en sadly overcrowded. It has been a detri- 
ment riot only to the School Department, but to the children who have nt- 
'tonded the schools. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Oakland's reputation is world wide as an 


ideal educational center, there is ?:ill much to be desired In this connection. 
.Should the voters or this .Mty at Saturday's election signify their desire for a 
.greater and better school system by voting in favor of bonding their dis- 


• trlcts for school purposes, it will mean a system of educational facilities that 


will undoubtedly result in great g >od to the city of Oakland as a whole, as 
well as to our children individually. 


One instance may be cited as to where it is absolutely necessary for some 


'immediate relief. 
The B;>y School, In the northern section of the city has 


been sadly overcrowded for sometime, a condition which could not be avoided, 
but which will be remedied when the new building Is constructed in that vi- 
cinity. 
This building will make it possible for Oakland to accommodate her 


own school children, and thereby relieve the pressure on the Bay School by 
excluding therefrom children who are attending from other towns. 


The acquiring of school sites and the construction of a new building in 


'the northern section of the city \* a tardy but just acknowledgment of the 
needs of the recently annexed territory. 


It is an Imperative m-cessity ihat the Franklin School should be rebuilt. 


Every citizen in East Oakland is personally Interested in that. 
The presc-nt 


building is wholly inadequate to the needs of the district in which It Is lo- 
c-ited. It Is an old wooden structure that has been gutted by fire, and was 
fitted up for immediate use by a patched up temporary upper story. 
If the 


bonds carry this nondescript affair will be replaced by a stately brick edifice 
containing thirty rooms. 
This proposed structure will provide accommoda- 


tions now sadly .needed and will glvn the Seventh ward a school building that 
•will adorn that section of the city.
